WAS THE MOST SENSATIONAL Tr. 


There Was Much Confusion and It 
Looked Like a Free Fight. 


LADIES HAD TO LEAVE THE HALL,

Augusta, Ga., September 12.—(Special.)— 
No political meeting in the history of Geor- 
gia has ever equaled that here tonight. 
lt was magnificent in its grandeur. The 
great exposition building was packed with 
fully ten thousand enthusiastic democrats 
and third partyites—men, old and young, 
maddened with enthusiasm, which boiled 
out in cheering and yelling shaking the 
great building until the roof vibrated as 
though it would shatter. 

Men had come from all the counties in 
the district: Special excursion trains came 
in over all the roads, both from Georgia and 
South Carolina. Democrats and third 
partyites came ffom everywhere. Added 
to these, almost every man in Augusta 
turned out. It was a grand assembly of 
men gazing upon à great stage containing 
several hundred ladies. In the audience, 
packed among the front seats, were. several 
hundred members of the Young Men's 
Democratic Club, clad in black shirts, with 
the word “Democracy” stamped across the 
front in white letters.

The Richmond Times seems to be under 
the impression that the phrase “new 
south” is out of order. It refers to it 
as a doctrine preached by Mr. Grady, 
and intimates that it did the south an 
injustice. 

Fortunately, Mr. Grady’s own words 
will answer this charge. At the New 


England banquet he said: 

In speaking to the toast with which you have 
honored me, I accept the term, “the new 
south,” as in no sense disparaging to the 
old. Dear to me, sir, is the home of my child- 
hood and the traditions of my people. I would 
not if I eould dim the glory they won in peace 
and war, or by word or deed take aught from 
the splendor and grace of their civilization, 
never equaled, and pefiiips never to be 
strength and grace. 
There is a new south, not through protest 
against the old, but because of new condi- 
tions, new adjustments, and, if you please, 
new “deas and aspirations. 


Again, in the same speech, he uttered 


these patriotic sentiments: 
“Lhe south has nothing for which to apolo- 
glue. She believes that the late struggle be- 


‘tween the states was war and not rebellion, 


revolution and not conspiracy, and that her 
convictions were as honest as yours. I should 
be unjust to the dauntless sptrit of the south 
and to my convictions if I did not make this 
plain in this presence. The south has nothing 
to take back. In my native town of Athens 
is a monument that crowns its central huis 
a plain white shaft. Deep cut into its shining 
side is a name dear to me above the names 
of men, that of a brave and simple man who 
Not for all the 
glories of New England—from Piymowth Rock 
all the way—would I exchange the heritage 
he left me in his soldier’s death. Tv the feet of 
that shaft Iphall send children’s children 
to reverence him who eunobied their name with 
his beroie blood. But, mr, speaking from the 
shadow of that memory which I honor as 
I do nothing else on earth, I say that the 
cause in which he suffered and for which he 
gave his life was adjudged by higher and 
fuller wisdom than hig or mine, and I am glad 
that the omniscient God held the balance of 
battle in His almtghty. hand, and that human 
slavery was swept forever from American soil 
- the American union saved from the wreck 
of war. 

Nor did Mr. Gradf"fi@ept the northern 
idea that ours is now a centralized gov- 
ernment. On the contrary, he maintained 
the time-honored doctrine of state sov- 
ereignty. In his address before the Uni- 
versity of Virginia he said: 

‘The unmistakable danger that threatens free 
government in America is the increasing ten- 
dency to concentrate, in the federal govern- 
ment, powers and privileges that should be 
left with the states, and to create powers that 
neither the state nor federal. government 
should have. Let it be understood at once 
that in discussing this question I seek to re- 
vive no dead issue. We know precisely what 
was put to the issue of the sword, and what 
was settled thereby. The rght of a state to 
leave this union was denied and the denial 
made good forever. But the sovereignty of 
the states in the union was never involved, 
and the republic that survived the storm was, 
in the words of the supreme court, “an in- 
dissoluble union of indsstrructible states. Let 
us stand on this decree and turn our faces to 
the future! 

It is unnecessary to} quote further. 
These three extracts show that Mr. 
Grady’s phrase, “the new south,” is one 
that the older generation of southerners 
may accept with pride. He always used 
it in its best sense, and never intended 
that it should be construed as disparag- 
ing the old south, of whose memories and 


traditions no man was prouder, 
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Wheat and Silver.

There has been a good opportunity this 
year to make the comparison with wheat 
since the average demand for that cereal 
was largely increased by the famine in 
Russia and the short crop in other for- 
eign countries. The London Times af- 
fords us an opportunity to get at least 
a fleeting glimpse of the situation. The 
Times says that more than the equivalent 
of 50,000,000 barrels of flour have been 
imported into Great Britain during the 
eleven months ending August ist, and 
the price has been 75 cents a barrel less 
than in 1891. This decline has been in 
the face of a largely increased demand. 
We see here the operations of the de- 
cline in silver, or, to speak more accu- 
rately, We see the operations of the up- 
ward tendency of the value of gold. We 
shall shortly see another upward move- 
ment in the value of gold dependent on 
the successful inauguration of mono- 
metallism in Austria-Hungary, and this 
jump will be infallibly registered in this 
country by a drop in the price of the 
staple commodities, such as silver, cotton 
and wheat.

The effect the plague would have upon 
business, if it should obtain a foothold 
in this country, is largely a matter of 
guesswork. Experienced merchants and 
bankers in the coast cities say that they 
are not apprehensive. The temperament 
and habits of our people and our efficient 
sanitary regulations would doubtless 
cause the stay of the cholera to be brief, 
and reduce its ravages to a minimum. 
The indications are that if it comes it 
will not interfere seriously with business.

I do not hesitate to give 
them. in the progress of civilization, the 
Savage cultivated physical prowess as the 
greatest stre of man; then follows the 
desire for and accumulation of wealth by 
possessing landed estates; then comes in 
the progress of the ages, the need and the 
power of intellectual growth—as the highest 
state of man is the cultivation of the iutel- 
lect which distinguishes ain so markedly 
from the lower order of creation.

but when physical strength is cultivated at 
the expense of the moral force in man and

Because 
he is stirring up the animal natures of the 
youth of our land, and begetting in them an

-pugilist.

J regard the press as one of the most 
powerful liners in the progress of the hu- 
man race and everything which tends to 
its adyancement, but I am sorry to see that 
the press has largely contributed to the 
working up of morbid interest in these 
exhibitions of brute prowess for money. 
How much has been written about that 
‘brilliant(?) young American’ Corbett, as 
he has dubbed, making a hero out 
of him, almost deifying him—for what? 
For knocking a big man senseless—and 
for those great and noble men, George 
William Curtis and John G. Whittier, who 
have contributed so much of their genius 
and their energies to the elevation of our 
common humanity, not half the space is 
given.

8 IT LEGAL? 


The Election of County Commissioners by 
the Grand Jury Yesterday. 


Was the election of county commissioners 
by the grand jury yesterday morning legal? 

There seems to be a doubt in the popular 
mind as to whether the grand jury was au- 
thorized in holding the election just at this 
particular time, and the question was freely 
discussed along the streets yesterday after- 
noon. 

Several took the position that the election 
was decidedly premature, and held the opin- 
ion that the grand jury, under the last enact- 
ment of the state legislature, had no authority 
to act in the matter until after the Ist of 
January, 1893. . 

Last spring, under the provisions of an act 
passed by the legislature in 1889, Dr. Henry 
A. Wilson and Mr. Charles A. Collier were 
elected as county commissioners to hold their 
offices until the Ist of January, when their 
successors would be chosen by a vote of the 
people, 

The last legislature, however, repealed that 
act and provided that in the event two grand 
juries concurred in the opinion that the elec- 
tion should not be held by the people, the 
grand jury itself should fill the vacancies 
after the expiration of the terms of office. 

The present grand jury agreeing with the 
last that the election should be so held, the 
successors of Dr. Wilson and Mr. Collier were 
selected yesterday. 

Now the question is raised, did the grand 
jury have any right to hold the election be- 
fore the Ist of January, 1893? 

. The New Couimissioners. 


The new commissioners elected yesterda 
were Captain T. B. Neal and Mr. C. A. Col- 
li

Captain Neal succeeds Dr. Henry L. Wilson. 
Mr. C. A. Collier succeeds himself. 

If they are legally elected they will enter 
upon their duties the ist of next January. 
The election was rather exciting and the 
names of several candidates were placed in 
nomination. 

A successor for Dr. Wilson was first chosen. 
Dr. Wilson was put in nomination first. Then 


the name of Captain Neal was presented. Mr. 


Joseph Tiompson was also nominated. A ballot 
was then taken, which resulted in the elec- 
tion of Captain Neal by a good majority. 

It was then in order to name the successor 
of Mr. Collier. 

Dr. Wilson, Mr. Thompson and Mr. Collier 
were put in nomination. The ballot resulted 
in the election of Mr. Collier. 

Both of the newly elected commissioners are 
excellent men and they will serve the county 
efficiently and well. Mr. Collier, by his past 
term of service, has proven his thorough 
equipment for the difficult and responsible 
work of the office. It was a neat compliment 
that was paid him by the grand jury in re- 
conferri upon him for another term the 
dignit of such an important position. 

Captain Neal, as a prominent and enter- 

ising citizen of Atlanta, has — been identi- 
ed with the growth and upbuilding of the 
county. He will make an excellent commils- 
sioner, and the. interest of the county can 
safely entrusted to his hands. 

Was the Election Premature? 


It is claimed, however, without disputing 
the qualifications of the gentlemen, that the 
gran jury has acted in advance of the proper 
time fixed for holding the election. 

Popular sentiment appears to be equally 
divided, and while several contend that the 
election was illegal others insist that the 
grand jury had a perfect right to act on the 
matter yesterday. 

Two Legislative Acts. 


That the public may judge for itself, the fol- 
lowing citations are given: 

An act approved September 2, 1889, provides 
“that the successors of the two commissioners 
whose terms expire April 1, 1892, shall be 
chosen by the fret grand jury meeting in the 
spring of 1802, and the commissioners thus 
— shall hold office until the ist of Jan- 
uary, 1893, when they shall be succeeded by 
two who shall be elected by the qualified 
voters as hereinafter provided on the day of 
regular clection for members of the general 
assembly, next — — the expiration of 
the short term above provided for and in the 
same manner as provided for herein.“ 

Under the provisions of the above act Dr. 
Wilson and

But subsequently another act was passed by 
the legislature and approved October I9, 1891, 
also providing for the election of commis- 
sioners. 

That act, however, provided for their elec- 
tion by the grand jury instead of by the

“Be it resolved, That from and after the 
passage of this act in any county of this state 
where the commissioners of roads reven- 
ues are now elected by the qualified voters of 
said county, the manner of selecting said com- 
missioners shall upon the tion of 
two grand es thereof be ch from 
election by the qualified voters of said county 
to an election by the eo jury first sitting 
after the expiration of said commissioners.’ 

It is claimed that under either act an elec. 
tion at this time is not competent whether it 
is held by the grand jury or by the people.
